Dear Sirs, 

To all of the members of 
the American Legion Pbst 
No, 227--I want to thank 
each and every one of you 
for the Christmas package 
that was sent tome, I real- 
ly appreciate it, and I can 
use everything that was in 
it. 

I received the package | 
yesterday, the 13th of Dec- 
ember, The box was in very 
good shape. The mail ser- 
vice to us over here is very 
good, considering how far 
it has to go and some of the 
places it has to go to get to 
us. 

Right now I'm with the 
“rovisional Arty Bn. We 
have got 4 duce (107 MM 
mortars), 81 MM mortars, 
and six 155 MM towed how- 
itizers. 

We are supporting Recon 
and are working in a RUAN 
(Vietnamese Army) com- 
pound. The Viet Cong raid 
this place so often, that’s 
why they moved us up here 
to help protect it. 

I am about 45 miles north 
of Phu Bai and about 40 miles 
south of the 17th parallel. 

In the area that I am in it 
is quite mountainous, lots 
of trees, swamps and rivers, 
This place ts loaded with 
mosquitoes and other insects, 

As fot me being in Art- 
illery I don't have it as bad 
as some of the guys over 
here. I live in a tent and 
right now am eating those 
famous C rations, However, 
there ia a Vietnamese wo- 


man who comes here every 
day and we buy, trade or 
steal bananas and bread from 
her, 

It has been raining an aw- 
ful lot for the last couple of 
months, but for the last week 
the sun has been out every 
day and the temperature 
goes over 100 degrees every 
day. And with it being Dece 
ember, 1 know that it must 
be getting pretty cold back 
in good old East Jordan, 

Yes, this place leaves a 
lot to be desired, but as we 
all know, it's better to stop 
everything right here than to 
wait and have the war right 
in our own country, 

Well I guess that I'll close 
for now,. again I want to 
thank you for this package,

Your Hometown Newspaper 
Moves Into Its 71st Year 


As the News-Herald completes its 70 years 
of service to the people of ast Jordan and the 
Jordan Valley area, the publication continues 
under the most promising circumstances of its 
long history. : 

Established here in 1896, today's newspaper 
continues asa consolidation of various weekly 
newspapers published here from time to time 
in the past three score and ten years. 

The newspaper has survived great wars and 
little wars, recessions and the big depression 
that shook the very foundation of the United 
States; and through the years it has advanced 
from a Washington hand press (one sheet print- 
ed one at atime by hand) tomore modern Ict- 
ter press equipment and now onto the latest 
electronic offset equipment available, 

The mechanics of newspapering saw few ma- 
jor changes from the turn of the century until 
sometime after World War I[. Then the means 
of offsct publishing was made available through- 
out the country. The great inovation makes it 
possible to set up newspaper pages, photo- 
graph them and make page plates to be used on 
newly designed presses. Since then weekly 
newspapers by the hundreds have discarded the 
old letter press equipment. 

High cost of new offset equipment has devel- 
oped central publishing houses where many 
newspapers are printed in one plant for dis- 
tribution inthe publishers’ home town. In 
some areas there are as many as 50 weeklies 
printed onthe same centrally located offset 
press, I'ach paper retains its individual own- 
ership and community identity with everything 
but the press work being done at home. 

Falling into line with the nation-wide trend of 
offset publishing, the News-Herald is printed on 
the most modern equipment available. 

Such rapid changes in the field have natur- 
ally given rise to questions and sometimes ru- 
mors. Who owns the newspaper? The News- 


IIerald is solely owned and solely operated by 


the present publisheras it has been for the past 
15 years; and its loyalties and responsibilities 
are dedicated to the people of the Jordan Val- 
ley area, A sworn and published statement to 
this effect is made to the federal government
